One bulb may be purchased at 14 
the 10 rate, five at 10 rate, and 25 at 100 rate, unless otherwise priced, providing such item does 
not total less than 10 cents. On orders of less than $1.00 please include 20 cents for handling 
charges as otherwise we lose money on orders of less than $1.00. All stock is offered subject to 
prior sale. We wish to thank all our customers for their liberal patronage of the past season, and 
hope you will be back with us again this year.
